The 
old and the new parts of 
Shawneetown were separated of­ 
ficially at 8:15 last night by city 
council action and today the old 
town 
on the banks 
of the Ohio 
river was looking for a new name 
which is likely to be Old Shaw­ 
neetown. 
The split was effected by unan­ 
imous approval of an ordinance by 
the council, meeting at the new 
town, which will get to keep the 
name Shawneetown, 
The separation ordinance follows 
the 
referendum 
of May 24, 
in 
which voters from both sections 
approved the split. 
Leaders in the old town are ex­ 
pected to go ahead with a petition 
requesting 
incorporation 
of the 
area. With the town incorporated, 
it can set up its own motor fuel 
tax program and will be able to 
set up its own city sales tax pro­ 
gram if it desires. 
Before the towns were split, the 
council approved ordinances au­ 
thorizing barges to operate on the 
Ohio 
at the old 
town. 
Granted 
privileges to use the streets and 
shore facilities of the old section 
were 
the T. Y. Williams 
Grain 
Co., the Adams and Wright Coal 
Co., and the Illinois Farm Bu­ 
reau. 
There were stipulations that if 
{he old town were not incorpor­ 
ated 
within three months, 
pay­ 
ments made by the three 
com­ 
panies would go to Shawneetown. 
The new ordinance outlined the 
boundaries of the town. The coun­ 
cil also called a special meeting 
for June 19 to divide 
Shawnee­ 
town into six wards instead 
of 
four, since two of the six council­ 
men were from the old section. 
The new town was added to the 
old section 
in 1938 as a Federal 
Housing addition after 
the 
1937 
flood submerged the old 
town. 
Many residents moved to the new 
site on higher ground three miles 
away 
on Route 
13 but a large 
number remained on the river. 
All official functions were mov­ 
ed to the new section and the wa­ 
terworks system was transferred 
there. 
A 1941 old town petition to have 
the new section declared 
Illegal 
went to the Illinois Supreme Court 
but was turned down.

On Foreign Aid 


Administration 
Makes All-Out 
Appeal for Program 


WASHINGTON OIE) — The ad­ 
ministration made an all-out appeal 
to the Senate today to restore at 
least $600,000,000 of the $1,100,000,- j 
OOO which the House cut from the 
foreign aid bill. 
But Senate lead 
ers refused to make any commit­ 
ments. 
Top administration officials made 
the appeal on behalf of President 
Eisenhower during a 
90-minute 
meeting at the White House with 
Republican and Democratic Senate 
leaders. 
Democratic Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson said afterward that “no 
commitments were asked and none 
were given.” 
Speaking for the administration 
were Presidential Assistant Sher­ 
man Adams, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, Foreign Aid 
Chief John B. Hollister, anc Adm. 
A rthur W. Radford, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
White House Press 
Secretary 
James C. Hagerty announced earli­ 
er that Adams told the congression­ 
al leaders that Mr. Eisenhower 
feels strongly that the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization and the 
nation’s security would be under­ 
cut if the House slash in the aid 
program were allowed to stand. 
Johnson told reporters the ad­ 
ministration officials at the meet­ 
ing “showed the importance of this 
program and indicated they felt 
great injury would be done if 
the $600,000,000 amendment is not 
accepted.” 
Johnson said congressional lead­ 
ers asked for certain further infor­ 
mation on details of foreign aid. 
Johnson declined to give details 
of the information sought. 
But Senate Republican Leader 
William F. Knowland said the mat­ 
ter of continuing aid to Marshal 
Tito of Yugoslavia “was discussed 
and was one of the matters on 
which additional details were ask­ 
ed.” There’s a strong move to cut 
off aid to Yugoslavia because of 
its reconciliation with Russia. 
Neither Johnson nor Knowland 
would express an opinion on the 
action the Senate is likely to take 
on the controversial aid issue.

Agriculture Department Forecasts 
Sizable Decline In Crop Production 


WASHINGTON (Ult) — A sizable 
decline in crop production — the 
first in l l years — is in prospect 
for the 1956 harvest. 
The Department of Agriculture’s 
Crop Reporting Board made this 
forecast Monday on the basis of 
reports from its far-flung corps of 
reporters. 
But the forecast was 
tempered by one fact 
The crop 
reporters’ assessed conditions as of 
June I. 
Some general rains fell 
just afterward. 
These may result 
in improved crop outlook in many 
localities, especially if followed by 
good growing weather. 
The board said the “all crops” 
prospects on June I were the low­ 
est for that date since 1945. 
The 
1945 all-crop was about 12 per cent 
smaller than the record all-crop of 
last year. 
Only in the south cen­ 
tral and western regions do crop 
appraisals exceed those of June I, 


1955. The board said western Corn 
Belt states average the lowest crop 
prospects since 1939. 
The all-crop appraisal indicated 
many farmers may take advantage 
of 1956 soil bank payments which 
will be made on crops damaged or 
destroyed by drought, blight, or 
other natural causes. Many farmers 
also may plow up immature crops 
under provisions of the $1,200,000,- 
000 soil bank. 
The 1956 all-wheat crop probably 
will be the smallest since 1943, but 
the prospective 923-million-bushel 
total still will be more than the 
United States needs for domestic 
and export use. 
If the estimate holds up, the 
1956 production will exceed con­ 
sumption needs by 33 million bush­ 
els and add that much wheat to a 
surplus which already exceeds I 
billion bushels.

CHICAGO M — Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Leonard Scheele said today 
there were 75 per cent fewer cases 
of polio among children vaccinated 
with Salk polio vaccine last year 
than among unvaccinated young­ 
sters.

Greek Church 
Leader Deported 
By Scotland Yard 


LONDON 
— Scotland Yard 
deported the London head of the 
Greek Orthodox Church early today 
in its first major crackdown on 
Cypriot anti-British activity in Brit­ 
ain. 
Police agents seized Archimand­ 
rite (Abbot) Killinikos Macheriot- 
is in his downtown rectory late 
Monday and put him aboard a plane 
for Athens shortly after midnight. 
The Home Office said Macheri- 
otis is a Greek national and that 
he was ousted from Britain “in 
the public interest.” 
Archbishop Makarios, leader of 
the pro-Greek movement on Cy­ 
prus, and three other churchmen 
were exiled from Cyprus to the 
Seychelles Islands in the Indian 
Ocean last March. 
But the ouster 
of Macheriotis was the first de­ 
portation from Britain itself. 
It followed a Scotland Yard se­ 
curity crackdown based on reports 
that Greek Cypriots in London 
might try to seek revenge against 
the royal family or the Cabinet 
for the hanging of two Cypriot gun- 
[ men l^st May IO.

The Chamber of Commerce is 
presently negotiating for location 
of an industry here, that would 
employ 250 to 400 persons. 
The gas system would be financ­ 
ed by public* utility certificates 
bearing 5 per cent interest to be 
retired by 1950. 
Voters rejected a similar pro­ 
posal here in 1954 by a vote el 
573-532. At that time coal miners 
living here opposed the gas sys­ 
tem on grounds that it might en­ 
danger their jobs.
